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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, and 11 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gourlav (WO 02/078101). Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections for the 
following reasons. 

Independent claim 1 recites an organic electroluminescent display device including, in 
part, "a second connection electrode structure connected to the first pad, the second connection 
electrode structure being the same as the first connection electrode structure." In contrast to 
Applicants' claimed invention and as acknowledged by the Final Office Action, Gourlav 
explicitly discloses a first electrode 8 and a second electrode 12. Specifically, Gourlav explictly 
discloses on page 8, for example, that the first electrode 8 is a transparent electrode, such as ITO, 
and that the second electrode 1 1 consists of a thin layer 12 of reactive low work function (<4 eV) 
metal, or metal compound such as lithium fluoride. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully assert 
that Gourlav is completely silent with regard to "a second connection electrode structure 
connected to the first pad, the second connection electrode structure being the same as the first 
connection electrode structure," as required by independent claim 1, and hence dependent claims 
2-11. 

For the above reasons, Applicants respectfully assert that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) should be withdrawn because the applied art does not teach or suggest the novel 
combination of features recited in independent claim 1, and hence dependent claims 2-11.
